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PREFACE 

The State Legulature Assembly also kno«-n as Council Negcri or Dewan Undangan Ncgeri was 
dissolved on 13 March 1987 by the Sarawak Yang di-Pertua Negeri (Governor) Datuk Patinggi 
Haji Ahmad Zaidi Adruce bin Mohamed Noor following an attempt to topple the Chief Minister 
Datuk Patinggi Haji Abdul Taib Mahmud by Kumpulan Bersaiu later known as Kumpulan 
Maju. 

A snap election was held on ISth and 16th of April 1987. The B N State Government 
under (he leadership of Datuk Abdul Taib was challenged by Maju Group, a combined force of 
Parti Bansa Dayak Sarawak (PBDS) a Dayak based Party and Parti Permas, a newly registered 
political party headed by Tun Datuk Patinggi Haji Abdul Rahman Yakub the former Chief 
Minister and Sarawak Head of State until April 1985. Also contesting in the State election were 
16 Indepcndenu. 

The Barisan National won a simple majority of 26 out of 48 seats. Maju Group took 20 
wnth PBDS 15 seats and Parti Maju 5 seats. 

The main issues of the snap election were timber concession. Dayakism, the politics of 
development and the feud between uncle and nephew. 

The First lime Sarawak experienced a political squabble between uncle and nephew was 
1946 between Charles Vyner Brooke, the 3rd Rajah of Sarawak and his nephew Anthony 
Brooke. 

There were many happenings during the heated snap election. Words that must be said 
were said; words that ought not to have been said were also uttered, making this snap election 
the most exciting and memorable one in Sarawak's political history. 

The snap election also saw for the first time in history the upserge of Dayakism in Sara¬ 
wak. This was fully exploited by PBDS. 

The main feature of this book contains selected presscuttings chronologically arranged 
following the events of development. A brief Introduction glances through briefly the known 
causes and events leading to the plot that failed. 
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INTRODUCTION 

Datuk Patinggi Haji Abdul Taib Mahmud won the Sebandi by-election in 1981 unopposed, a 
seat vacated by Sharifah Mordiah Tuanku Haji Fauzi to pan the way for Datuk Abdul Taib's 
return to active politics in Sarawak. 

Datuk Patinggi Haji Abdul Taib served in various Ministries in the Federal Government 
from 1%7 as Assistant Minister, Deputy Minister and Full Minister. The last portfolio he held 
in 1980 was as Minister for the Federal Territory. 

Datuk Haji Abdul Rahman Yakub, the uncle of Datuk Abdul Taib became the Third 
Chief Minister of Sarawak on 7th July 1970 after Datuk Stephen Kalon Ningkan and Datuk 
Tawi Sli, both Dayak Ibans. 

Datuk Abdul Rahman's involvement in politics began soon after he returned from his 
law studies in the United Kingdom in the late 50s. He gained his political prominence when he 
was appointed Chairman of the Sarawak Alliance Election Committee in 1964. Though he was 
defeated in the Kuching Municipal Council Election in 1963. he was selected as the State nomi¬ 
nated member in the Parliament by Datuk Stephen Kalon Ningkan. the First Chief Minister of 
Sarawak. Datuk Abdul Rahman was appointed as Assistant Minister of Rural Development in 
the Federal Government. Two )-ears later he was made a Full Minister holding the portfolio of 
Lands and Mines and in 1969 he became the Minister of Education in Tun Razak's National 
Operation Council after the May 13 incident. 



Datuk Patinggi Haji Abdul Taib won the Sebandi by-election unopposed. 
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Datuk Patinggi Tan Sri Haji Abdul Rahman

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Datuk Abdul Rahman returned to Sarawak soon after this to become Chief Minister. He 
remained as Chief Minister until 1981 when declining health had forced him to step down in 
favour of his nephew Datuk Haji Abdul Taib Mahmud. Su days after Datuk Abdul Taib 
became Chief Minister. Datuk Patinggi Haji Abdul Rahman Yakub was appointed Sarawak's 
Fourth Yang di-Pertua Negeri (Governor). 

The transfer of power from uncle to nephew transpired smoothly. Not long after that, 
however, the partnership saw a crack. Datuk Patinggi Haji Abdul Rahman who later beccame 
Tun Abdul Rahman felt strongly that after almost 11 years as Chief Minister, he knew far better 
about Sarawak affairs than his nephew Datuk Abdul Taib. Tun Abdul Rahman also felt it fit 
that Datuk Patinggi Abdul Taib should consult him and receive advice from him on matters he 
considered he knew better. Tun Abdul Rahman admitted that he frequently gave advice based 
on his own experience and knowledge. But to Datuk Patinggi Abdul Taib Mahmud, this so 
called advice was tantamount to interference of his day to day administration of the State 
Government of which he was the Chief Minister. 

The squabble between Tun Abdul Rahman and Datuk Patinggi Abdul Taib though not 
reported in local press in the initial stage, was an open secret to many Sarawakians. However, it 
was not long after when this uncle and nephew squabble slowly widened to involve other indi¬ 
viduals and making the whole issue more complicated. 

The first indication Sarawak was heading for a political turmoil among its top leaders 
came to light in 1983 when the State celebrated its 20th Anniversary of Sarawak independence 
within Malaysia. At an official function held in Bintulu during the official opening of Bintulu 
Port, the Chief Minister and his colleagues staged a walk out when Tun Abdul Rahman in an 
unscheduled speech attacked the Federal Government for not keeping its promises in the con¬ 
struction of the Bintulu Airport which provision was originally included in the 4th Malaysia 
Plan. The attack came after the announcement made by the Federal Minister Tan Sri Chong 
Hon Nyan at the function that the Bintulu Airport would be further delayed due to lack of fund. 
The Chief Minister Datuk Patinggi Haji Abdul Taib however felt that the strong criticism nude 
by Tun Abdul Rahman was inappropriate. Under the State Constitution, the Head of State was 
a ceremonial figure and it was not expected of him to involve himself in any political affairs let 
alone make a tirade against (he Federal administration. Following this incident both the Head of 
State and the Chief Minister tendered their resignations. However, this first open dispute 
between uncle and nephew was amicably settled. The incident later known as the Bintulu Affair 
was to be the beginning of further open quarrel between the two men. 

Ironically, on 11th September 1983, the Yang di-Pertua Negeri Tun Datuk Patinggi Haji 
Abdul Rahman Yakub in his speech at the "Malam Negarawan" organised as part of the 20th 
Anniversary Celebration of Merdeka. expressed full confidence in the leadership of Datuk 
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July 27 ... Datuk L«o Moggie quits SNAP to 
head PBDS. Here he announces the new party 
protein committee. 
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Patinggi Ha]i Abdul Taib Mahmud. He was affirmative that Sarawak would see greater degree 
of changes, development and progress under the able leadership of the Chief Minister and his 
Cabinet colleagues. He called on all the rakyat to give their continued support and co-operation 
to Datuk Patinggi Haji Abdul Taib and his colleagues to enable them to carry out their task of 
nation-building more effectively. 

The year 1983 saw the SNAP internal crisis, with its leaders fighting for party control. 
This posed a considerable stir among the component B.N. parties. The post left vacant by SNAP 
President Datuk Amar Dunstant Endawie and the SNAP Triennial General Assembly triggered 
off internal crisis and direct confrontation between Datuk James Wong's group and that led by 
Datuk Leo Moggie and Datuk Daniel Tajem. Datuk Wong's group wanted the multi-racial con¬ 
cept of SNAP to continue to be practised while Datuk Moggie's group strongly felt that the party 
must be led by a Dayak leader. The election result saw Datuk Wong's group capturing the party 
presidency and other key posts. 

Datuk Daniel Tajem was expelled from SNAP on July 17, 1983. This led the party 
towards a deeper split. SNAP Secretary-General Mr. Joseph Balan Seling said in a press state¬ 
ment that the expulsion decision was made against Datuk Tajem for he had conducted himself 
in a manner “most detrimental to the party and Barisan Nasional Solidarity", having actually 
campaigned against the Barisan Nasional candidates in the 1982 Parliamentary election. 

September IS, 1983 marked a historic day for the Dayaks as Parti Bansa Dayaks Sara¬ 
wak (PBDS) was officially launched by Datuk Leo Moggie who stressed that the formation of 
PBDS was a reflection of the aspiration of the Dayak community in Sarawak to be self-reliant in 
determining the future of their community within the context of the New Economic Policy and 
the plural nature of the Malaysian society. 

The new party would in a way provide an organised machinery to unite Dayaks in the 
struggle for equal sharing of political power and economic benefits in Sarawak. 

"Economically we are lagging behind the other communities. Poor road communications 
and the absence of suitable land schemes wore the other reasons responsible for the backward¬ 
ness of the Dayak community". The party leaders from PBDS began to express prominently 
their grievances and their aspirations. 

In the SNAP-PBDS split, the Chief Minister saw it necessary to take PBDS as a partner 
in a new "Barisan Nasional Plus". It was to prevent the situation from deteriorating. He also 
said that “The retaining of the members is my prerogative and is based on what I think is best 
for the State. My main concern is to ensure continued racial harmony and 1 cannot risk denying 
the involvement in the day-to-day decision making of Government by welt educated leaders who 
have grouped together for a common cause". The Chief Minister Datuk Patinggi Haji Abdul 
Taib Mahmud retained Datuk Daniel Tajem in his Cabinet under the BN Plus arrangement. 
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1983 also saw the exciting and hard-fought Sarawak's Fourth State General Election 
which returned the Barisan Nasional to power once again reaffirming the peoples' trust and 
confidence in the power sharing Government under the Chief Ministership of Datuk Patinggi 
Haji Abdul Taib. The Barisan Nasional took 44 out of 46 seats. 

"It's politics of development now" emphasized the Chief Minister Datuk Patinggi Haji 
Abdul Taib. He made it known to the people especially those in the rural areas to adopt and 
practise the politics of development. He said this meant the rakyat should strive to be able to 
stand on their own feet in facing the economic challenges ahead of them. However, his concept 
of the politics of development was opposed by some bumiputra politicians. Mr. Wilfred Nissom, 
an Independent Assemblyman for Bengoh made headlines in the local press by openly criticising 
the State Barisan Nasional Government for its incapability to help the bumiputras particularly 
the Bidayuh community. He argued that under the former Chief Minister Datuk Patinggi Haji 
Abdul Rahman Yakub, Bidayuhs were given greater opportunity for development. The Chief 
Minister's concept of the politics of development and his style of Government were also under 
bitter criticism by some members from his own party PBB. 

The political opposition mounted by some local press and actively promoted by some 
known opposition group prompted the Chief Minister who was the State Barisan Nasional 
Chairman to call for an emergency meeting in the State Capital. 

The meeting was attended by all leaders of the State BN component panics. In a briefing 
the Chief Minister reported on the events leading to the present challenge to his leadership of the 
State Government. This had also prompted Deputy Prime Minister Datuk Musa Hitam to make 
a visit to Kuching. "To us the Government under the leadership of Datuk Patinggi Haji Abdul 
Taib Mahmud is the Government chosen by the people through the democratic process" Datuk 
Musa said and he warned those threatening the system to think twice before they proceeded 
further with their efforts to undermine the credibility of the State Government. 

Earlier, on 13 January 1985 the Chief Minister Datuk Patinggi Haji Abdul Taib 
Mahmud was given a rousing welcome by BN Ministers and party members who thronged the 
old Airport in thousands, when he returned from an overseas trip, to pledge their support for the 
continued leadership of Datuk Abdul Taib. The opponents viewed this rally as unnecessary' and 
alleged that it was stage managed. Such rally however was repeated at Sibu and Miri drawing 
even bigger crowd than the one held in Kuching. 

The Chief Minister Datuk Patinggi Haji Abdul Taib repeated that he would not give any 
special consideration to just a few individuals or groups but would strive for "justice for all". He 
also hinted at who he thought was out to oust him and that a "puppet master" was using a group 
to topple him so that they could return to power and seize the Chief Minister's post again for 
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their own personal interests. He said what was happening in Sarawak today was a case of the 
"politics of development versus politics for power" and reiterated that he would never give way 
to "Power hungry" leaders out to fatten their own nests. 

In the meantiirtc, forty-two members of the State Assemblymen signed the document of 
pledges to declare their undivided support for and cooTidence in the leadership of Chief Minister 
Datuk Patinggi Ha]i Abdul Taib Mahmud at the end of an "Informal Goodwill Meeting". Five 
State Assemblymen were absent from the gathering. They were Mr. Joseph Kudl, Kaji Wan 
Habib Syed Mahmud, Datuk Wan Yusof Tuanku Haji Bujang, Datuk Haji Salleh Jafaruddin 
and Mr. Wilfred Nissom, the Independent Assemblyman for Bengoh. 

In January 1985. Tun Abdul Rahman, the Yang di-Pertua Negeri issued a statement 
through his lawyer stating that "His Excellency further wishes it to be known that he has no 
desire to return to the scene of party politics. “It is and has always been the intention of His 
Excellency, upon completion of his duties, to return to private life and devote himself to the 
affairs of his family for which he has had little time o>er the last twenty years of public ofTice." 

The statement was issued to deny local press reports that a scheme had been launched to 
bring about his return to office as Chief Minister. The statement concluded by stating that the 
Head of State had taken the advice of his Counsel on the reports that had appeared in the press 
and was advised that a number of those were defamatory. "Hb Excellency reserves the right to 
take such action as may be appropriate to protect hb name and establish the untruth of tJw 
statement made" the statement concluded. The following day. the Chief Minister issued a state¬ 
ment to the press on the same matter. He hoped that the statement from the Head of State 
would mark "the end for the unfortunate association of Hb Excellency's name with the various 
matter in connection with which it has been mentioned recently 

Datuk Ahmad Zaidi Adnice bin Mohamed Noor was appointed the new Yang di-Pertua 
Negeri Sarawak to succeed Tun Datuk Patinggi Haji Abdul Rahman Yakub when the latter's 
term ended 1st April 1985. 

Expressing hb unhappiness and grevances Tun Abdul Rahman poured hb feeling freely 
at a dinner he hosted for community leaders and senior civil servanU at the Dewan Santapan, 
Petra Jaya, Kuching. As a parting advice to leaders he said "It seems to be the trend in the 
modem world that those who have been trained in archery by their elders rttake those very elders 
their convenient target". "Leaders must learn to listen to the voice of the people, rather than to 
their own voices”, "To change the metaphor again, it seems to be the fashion in politics to bite 
the hand that has been feeding you". 

The outgoing Head of State in hb speech also warned the leaders against trying to db- 
crcdil or belittle the efforts of their predecessors. On hb part he said, he would never claim that 
hb term of office as Chief Minister represented the best era of Sarawak. "I could never have 
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achieved what actually had been achieved in the State without some ground work being pre¬ 
pared by my predecessors". 

In June 1986, the relationship between the former Head of State Tun Abdul Rahman and 
the Chief Minister Datuk Patinggi Haji Abdul Taib Mahmud was further deteriorated when 
Tun Abdul Rahman appeared in DaJat in the company of Datuk Haji Salleh Jafaruddin on the 
nomination day of the Oya by-election. Oya soon became a fierce battle field for the Inde¬ 
pendent (USNA) candidate Datuk Haji Salleh Jafaruddin and his supporters and the Barisan 
Nasional candidate Wan Madzihi Wan Madhzar. The Oya by-election also posed a great chal¬ 
lenge to Datuk Patinggi Haji Abdul Taib Mahmud and BN State Government where his per¬ 
sonal leadership, integrity and his phylosophy of "politics of development" were being put to the 
test. 

The Chief Minister was reported to have said after the victory of the Barisan candidate 
with a 1755 majority that the victory of Wan Madzihi Wan Madhzar was another proof that the 
people would opt for the politics of unity rather than settle for the politics of division. 

The State Barisan Nasional won another victory in the 1986 Parliamentary election. It 
captured 21 out of 24 scats allocated to Sarawak. The SUPP lost in three of seven consti¬ 
tuencies it fielded candidates in. The United Sarawak Native’s Association (USNA) which was 
yet to be registered lost all the 16 seats it contested. 

The announcement of the resignation by four Cabinet Ministers and three Assistant 
Ministers from the Sarawak StateCabinet was a political shock at home and abroad. Together 
with other State Assemblymen and supporters, they gathered and planned their next move at 
Ming Court, a hotel in the Nation's Capital, Kuala Lumpur. 

The group of Sarawak politicians initially known as Kumpulan Bersatu claimed to have 
the support of 32 out of 48 members in the Stale Legislative Assembly but later this member was 
reduced to 28. This was further reduced to 27 when Wan Abdul Wahab bin Wan Sanusi, a 
staunch supporter of Datuk Patinggi Haji Abdul Taib. the Chief Minister denied his 
involvement. 

The rebel group appointed Datuk Haji Noor Tahir, the former State Minister of Environ¬ 
ment and Tourism as pro-tern Chief Minister. In the meantime, both leaders of Kumpulan 
Bersatu and the Chief Minister Datuk Abdul Taib consulted with the Prime Minister Datuk Dr. 
Mahathir Mohamad separately. 

The Sarawak State Legislative Assembly had been dissolved on 13 March 1987 by the 
State Yang di-Pertua Negeri to pave the way for a State election. The dates set for the polling 
were I5th and 16lh. April 1987, and the dale for the nomination was April 6th. 

The new number of State seats had been approved by the Dewan Rakyat at its last sitting 
giving the Dewan 56 scats, an increase of 8 seats from the old one. But the newly approved eiec-

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toral boundaries could not be used for the coming State election because the Sarawak State 
Assembly was dissolved before the constituted amendment was passed by Parliament and 
gazetted. 

The Chief Minister Datuk Haji Abdul Taib Mahmud told the people of Sarawak why he 
opted for a snap election. He said he had decided to go to the poll to seek a fresh mandate from 
the people following a bid by a group of State Assemblymen to topple him as Chief Minister. 
The Chief Minister emphasized that he was calling for the snap election not out of fear, but to 
allow the people to decide whom they wanted to lead them as the “real power to determine who 
Is eligible to govern rests with the rakyat". 

The Prime Minister Datuk Seri Dr, Mahathir Mohamad asked Sarawakians to support the 
Barisan Nasional to ensure continued stability and development in the State and he added it was 
unwise to change of Government in mid-stream as this would create uncertainty. The Prime 
Minister and other BN leaders were in Sarawak to rally support for the State Government. 
Datuk Seri Dr. Mahathir was accompanied by MCA President Datuk Dr. Ling Lkmg Sik. 
Gerakan President Dr. Lim Keng Yik and MIC President Datuk S Sarny Vellu. 

Polling was held throughout the State on ISth and t6th of April as scheduled without 
incidents. The rakyat of Sarawak returned the State Government under the leadership of Datuk 
Patinggi Haji Abdul Taib Mahmud for another term of Hve years. Barisan Nasional won 28 seats 
out of 48. The opposition. Kumpulan Maju took 20 seats with PBDS 15 scats and Parti Permas 
5. 

The Chief Minister was sworn in at 2.30 am, 17th April to form the next State Govern¬ 
ment for another term of Hve years. He took his oath of office before the Yang di-Pertua Negcri 
Datuk Patinggi Haji Ahmad Zaidi Adruce Mohamed Noor at Rumah Sarawak. 

At a press conference after swearing ceremony, Datuk Patinggi Haji Abdul Taib 
Mahmud urged all parties in Sarawak to stop running down the Government and instead help it 
to administer and develop the Sute. He pledged to continue to lead the people of Sarawak 
towards greater unity and mote meaningful development. “As Chief Minister I will ensure that 
the interests of all communities are safeguarded" he said.

KUCHING (Bemama) — Three component 
parties In the Sarawak Barisan Nasion^ 
(BN) yesterday reafOnned their undivided 
support and loyalty to Chief Minister Datuk 
Patinggl Haji Abdul Talb Mahmud who is 
also state BN chief. 

The Parti Pesaka Bumlpuiera Benaiu (PBD). 
Sarawak National Party (SNAP) and Sarawak 
United People's Party (SUPP) also expressed their 
full support for Datuk Paling Taib’s decision to 
call for a stale general election, describing the 
decision as "honourable and proper." 

Datuk Patinggl Talb made the decision 
following an attempt to topple him bv a group of 
stale assemblymen - Including sevei. (Tom PBB of 
which be Is President, four honi SUPP and five 
Bom SNAP - which called itself "Bersatu." 

The expression of support was among six 
resolutions adopted by the thne parties In a liaison 
committee meeting at the PBB headquarters here 
and contained In a Joint statement released to 
newsmen by SNAP President Datuk Amar James 
Wong. 

The Joint statement was signed by PBB 
Secretary-General Datuk L«onard Unggi Jugah. 
his SUPP counterpart Datuk Or Wong Soon Kai 
and Datuk Amar Wong. 

The three parties also condemned the group 
said to be headed by former Yang Dlpertua Negen 
and former Chief Minister Tun Datuk Patinggl 
Hall Abdul Rahman Yakub for attempting to 
"destabilise" the political situation in the state 
which they contended had enjoyed harmony, 
stability and success under Datuk Patinggl Taib’s 
leadership. 

Another resolution called for (he expulsion of 
Parti Bansa Dayak Sarawak, the fourth state BS 
partner, from the BN fold for associating with Tun 
Rahman's group. It also said the PBDS’ recent 
acceptance of three independent elected repre¬ 
sentatives had moreover defied an agreement 
against such admission among the state BN 
partners. 


The Joint statement said the action of the 
PBDS, whose seven assemblymen u well as 
President Datuk Leo Moggie (Federal Minister of 
Energy.

Five SNAP assemblymen Including Deputy

Sarawak was plunged Into a

State Assembly.

KUCHING (Bemama) — The Sarawak State 
Legislative Assembly has been dissolved to 
pave the way for a state election vslthin 90 
days. 

The dissolution was announced by Chief 
Minister Datuk Patinggi Haji Abdul Taib 
Mahmud at a rally at the Central Padang 
here. 

The ofndal notification of the dissolution 
signed by Sarawak Yang Dipenua Negert Datuk 
Patinggi HaJl Ahmad Zaldi Addruce Mohamed 
Noor will be handed over to State Election Ofllcer 
Abang Rosell Abang Haji Paleng today. 

Abang Rosell told Bemamt here that on 
receiving the notification, he would hand It to the 
Election Commission in Kuala Lumpur which

The present term of the stale government ends 
on April 1989. The last state election was held in 
December 1983. 

Datuk Patinggi Taib said he decided to go to 
the polls to seek a fTesh mandate fhim the people 
following a bid by a group of state assemblymen 
claimed to comprise 28 members to topple him as 
Chief Minister. The assembly has 48 seats. 

He told the rally he was calling for the snap 
election as It was one of the means of proving to 
some quarters (hat "real power to determine who 
is eliglblck to govern rests with the rakyat." 

"I do not want to have an exchange of words 
with (he group (out to topple him) but I want them 
lo realise from where their power comes." he said. 

“With the dissolution, (he assemblymen can 
no longer call themselves Yang Berhonnat. 

He said the assemblymen no longer had power 
and “what remains Is the party which sbeltared 
them and the people who elected them." 

Datuk Fating^ Taib said the group was scared 
of fadng the people in (he election because “the 
people already know their true motive".

KUALA LUMPUR. Fri. — Chief Mlnlater 
Datuk Fating^ Abdul Talb Mahmud opt¬ 
ed to dlaaolve the State Aaacmbly, not out 
of fear, but to allow the people to decide 
whom they wanted, PBB vice-president 
Datuk Dr Sulalman Daud said today. 

"It was a constitutional choice. He could 
either convene a special session of the As¬ 
sembly and face a no-confidence motion 
or dissolve the assembly. 

~It Is not because he feared that the dis¬ 
sidents commanded a majority In the 
State Assembly," Datuk Dr Sulalman 
said.

"If this Is true then the State Assembly 
la not the ground to prove their so-called 
overwhelming support from the people to 
oust Datuk Talb but through a State elec¬ 
tion where the votes would reflect their 
influence." he told newsmen at Parlia¬ 
ment House here. 

He believed Datuk Taib had made the 
right move by dissolving the State As¬ 
sembly as the Chief Mlnlater and the 
other members of his State Cabinet were 


voted in by the electorate and not Beraatu. 

'As such, Datuk Talb and his State Ca¬ 
binet can go back to the people and find 
out whether their services are still needed 
or not," he said. 

He added Bersatu could also use the 
State election as proof of their popular 
support instead of criticising such a 
move. 

Datuk Dr Sulalman. who is also the 
Federal Land and Regional Development 
Minister, said the Sarawak Barlsan Na- 
sional leaders have started going to the 
ground to brief the people on the events 
surrounding the bid to oust Datuk Taib.

It’s to save 
Taib’s face 


KUCHING — The group of 28 Assemblymen 
who had gone to Kuala Lumpur to 
unanimously call for the resignation of Chief 
Minister Datuk Patlnggl Haji Abdul Taib 
Mahmud had a purpose behind the move ~ 
they did not want to embarrass the Chief 
Minister by passing a motion of no 
confidence on him at the next Dewan 
Undangan Negerl sitting. 

This wu revealed by former Head of State. 
Tun Datuk Patinifgt Haji Abdul Rahman Yakub 
who told pressmen at the Kuching International 
Airport that move was prompted by the urging of 
Deputy Prime Minister Enclk Ghafar Baba who 
had called on them to "save the face of (he Chief 
Minister." 

The group had first met with the Deputy Prime 
Minister and later followed up with a teller to him 
In his capacity as Secretary-General of the Bartsan 
Ntslonal with regard to their dissailsfacllon with 
the Chief Minister's leadership. 

Tun Rahman said that Endk Ghafar Ihen 
asked the members of group who were present 
then, led by Datuk Leo Moggie and Datuk Daniel 
T^em, to persuade the Chief Minister to withdraw 
nicely." 

He added that Kuala Lumpur was chosen as 
the venue for them to convene and make their 
move because II would have been a wrong Uctic to 
do so at the 'centre of the crisis' and not because 
(hey "were afbild to face the people" as alleged by 
some quarters. 

FALSE PROMISES 

Tun Rahman, who himself had Just relumed 
from Kuala Lumpur accompanied by former 
Minister of Social Development, Datuk Hafsah 
Karun. said the crux of problem behind the 
dlssaiisfaalon of the Dayaks that had led all the 
Parti Bansa Dayak Sarawak members to defect 
and Join (he group was because (he Chief Minister 
does not understand (he feelings of a large section 
o! the community and had resorted to false 
promises. "These had led (hem to believe (hat he 
(Datuk Taib) no longer had interest in the 
community they represented." 


He said that It Is insufneiem for a leader to 
boast of developments In the country since It is his 
duly to develop the place. 

"Physical development alone Is not enough. 
What Is Imponant isaitliude and ihc relailonshlpa 
leader has with his people." he added. 

Apart fyom making himsclfinaccessible to the 
people. Datuk Taib has been accused of showing 
favours at the dissatisfaction of some Cabinet 
ministers and even "making fools o( these 
ministers." 

Tun Rahman hoped that once the elections are 
over, the Head of State. Datuk Patlnggl HaJI 
Ahmad Zaidi Adrucc would play a neutral roleand 
not involve himself with politics. He was referring 
to ihc Head of State's Inavaltabilily by telephone 
and In ]>erson when former Tourism and 
Environment Minister. Datuk HaJl Noor Tahir 
tried to hand the letters of no confidence from the 
Assemblymen to the Head of State. 

TIES WITH SUPP 

The Tun also said he would be revealing to the 
public (he relationship he has with the Sarawak 
United People's Party (SUPP). who. with others, 
had accused him of splitting the Chinese. Some of 
(he SUPP leaders, he said, were unhappy with him 
for allowing DAP leader. Mr Urn Kll Slang to enter 
the State. He said he hadnochoice but to allow the 
t^iposltlon leader entry into the State because it 
would have been undemocratic not to have done 
so. 

He has also Indicated his intention lo contest 
In the fourth-coming elections although thf 
cojisillucncy has yei to be finalised. He denlet' 
retorts that he was using the PBDS lo return to 
active politics and said he got Involved with Ihv 
gn-up only because ihe PBDS members had 
pcisuaded him to do so. 

Deputy President M PBDS and former Deputy 
Chief Minuter. Datuk Daniel Tajem. who was also 
present at the airport, said that they had persuaded 
the Tun to get Involved with (hem because of his 
experience and stature. 

About 300 supporters of Tun Rahman were at 
the airport to welcome him.

In the early eighties the 
relations between

Pcriua Negri criticised 
the Federal Government 
for not doing enough for 
Sarawak, so much so that

and apologised for his 
conduct, but the damage 
had been done. Fiom thru 
on the relations between 
■ he two turned from bad 

In 1985 my wife and 1 
paid a visit to S.srawsk 
and we called on both the 
Chief Minister and the 
Yang di-Pertua Negri It 
was well known that there 
was no love lost between 
(he two and they were 
openly attacking each oth- 

This rebellion reminds 
me of another episode in 
the history of Sarawak. In 
the mid-sixties the Chief 
Minister. Datuk Stephen 
Kainng Nmgkan, fell foul 
of the Federal Govern¬ 
ment and was sacked. 

The Alliance Party in 
Sarawak schemed fur his 
downfall. He went to 
court and won and was 
reinstated 

The Federal Govern¬ 
ment then amended the 
Federal Consiitution lo 
plug the lacuna that exist¬ 
ed and finally Nmgkan 
was eased out. 

I had » talk with Datuk 
Amor Stephen Yong. the 
.Minister of Science, Tech¬ 
nology and Environment 
and also the president of 
SL'PP Four of his Slate 
Assemblymen had defect¬ 
ed and he was angry.at 
Iheir duplicity. 

Until a few days before 
.Mar 10, he had met them 
at Muko and had dis¬ 
cussed with them the situ¬ 
ation m Sarawak None of 
them had breathed a word 
against the Chief Minis¬ 
ter. and yet a few days lat¬ 
er they were In Kuala 
Lumpur lo rail againsi 
DatuV Palinggi Taib, and 
called on him lo resign. 

The ring leaders had 
been successful in round¬ 
ing up an impressive 
number of dissidents 
from each of the compo¬ 
nent parties of the Bart- 
sanNasional.

Here I must soy that It 
is sad lo see a veteran like

Dayak leaders, cspeciall) those from the 
Parti Bansa Dayak Sarawak (PBDS), base 
themselves to blame for not striving hard 
enough to make thr community progressive. 
Acting Secretary-General of the Sarawak 
National Party (SNAP) Justine Jinggut said 
today. 

"They should not point (he accusing 
finger at the state government, particularly 
(he Chief Minister Datuk Palinggi HhJI 
Abdul Talb Mahmud if they feel (hat the 
community is still backward," he told 
newsmen.

It alleged, among other things, that the 
government of Chief Minister Daluk Paiinggt Kaji 
Abdul Talb Mahmud had diverted development 
away from what Ihe people wanted and needed and 
instead concentrated on prestige projects. 

It also claimed the government had disturbed 
the traditional racial harmony in the slate by 
interfering in native land tights.

The manifesto promised the people "Kum¬ 
pulan Maju" would ensure development pro¬ 
grammes were designed to provide maximum 
benefit for all It said effons would be ir>dje lo 
ot'QVide land for genuinely landless farmers, and 
obtain fair prices for agricultural produce. 

On housing, the manifesto pledged to speed up 
the Duilding of low-cost houses and take steps to 
resolve what it claimed was the growing squatter 
problem.

Instead, in 
1974. we hear people 
like Datuk Leo Moggie 
complaining that the im- 
plementation of the NEP 
by Ihe then State Gov¬ 
ernment. under Tun 
Rahman brou^i no be¬ 
nefit to the Ibans. Please 
refer to Datuk Leo's 
maiden budget speech in 
Council Negeri in 
March. 1975. 

During his 11 yean as 
C.M . Tun Rahman.it is 
fair to say. the Dayaks' 
political economic and 
social development lag¬ 
ged far behind that of the 
other Bumipuiras in 
Sarawak. Even the Iban 
State Secretary had his 
powers enormously 
curbed. The frustrations 
of the Dayaks in the 
State Civil ^r>icc clear¬ 
ly fell. 

Arc we Dayaks to 
assist in the reinstate¬ 
ment of such a person to 
the high'est seat of poli¬ 
tical power in the State. 
We have not been able,

We have the choice of 
being pan of a Bansan 
Nasional Stale Govern¬ 
ment wherein we would 
seek ways and means to 
uplift the living condi¬ 
tions of the rural people, 
through a process of in¬ 
tensified rural develop¬ 
ment — a Government 
which will no doubt now 
take heed of the strong 
sentiments expressed in 
thb Election. 

The alternative is 
either a government 
under Tun Rahman 
which.will sec even less 
rural development.

Our interest, in 
the absence of any logic¬ 
al and viable alterna¬ 
tives. must be a con¬ 
tinued participation in 
the State Bansan Gov¬ 
ernment which compnse 
of representatives of all 
races in Sarawak.

Sarawak BN component parties contest only the 
seals they had held before the dissolution of the 
state aissembly using the "Dacing" symbol. 

PBDS, which held seven seats prior to the 
dissolution of the assembly. Is usingits own party 
symbol to contest m 21 constituencies in the 
election on April IS and 16. 

On Che country's economy. Encik Ghafar said

Timber freeze 
sparks ‘war’

KUCHING. Thurs. — The 
freezing of 25 timber 
concessions worth about 
$22,5 billion has sparked an 
expose war between Chief 
Minister Datuk Patlnggl 
Abdul Taib Mahmud and 
Maju leader Tun Abdul 
Rahman Yakub as to the li¬ 
censees of these and other 
concessions In Sarawak. 

Datuk Taib said the total size 
of the conccaalons was three mil¬ 
lion Bcrca (1.2S million hectares) 
and they were “concentrated In 
the hands of a few." 

The freeze, imposed a day after 
the attempt to force Datuk Taib to 
step down as Chief Minister, was to 

f ireveni the timber wealth from be- 
ng concentrated in the hands of a 
few, 

At a Press conference iast night. 
Datuk Taib defended his action in 
freezing the concessions to prevent 
the State from being overwhelmed 
by “politics of timber." 

He said the decision to freeze was 
not Just due to political motivation 
but was also a result of ‘technical- 
iegal irregularities.* 

The State Barlsan Naslonal secre¬ 
tariat in a political advertisement in 
the People's Mirror newspaper to¬ 
day alleges that "the records show 
that during Tun Rahman's lime, for¬ 
est licences were issued to many of 
his alliea.. who have access to the 
corridors of powers." 

The advertisement, which also al¬ 
leges that "companies in which his 
relatives have interests ... also ob¬ 
tained licences*, challenged the 
MaJu leader to deny its charges. 


An aide to the Chief Minister read 
out from a list some names of licen¬ 
sees among whom were “close 
friends and relatives" of Tun Rah¬ 
man but refused to show the list. 

At a Press conference today. Tun 
Rahman denied the allegations that 
several large timber concessions 
were concentrated In his hands. 

Asked whether among the conces¬ 
sions frozen by the State Gov¬ 
ernment were those held by his no¬ 
minees, he said they were not his 
"personal nominees" but perhaps 
those held under the names of his 
relatives. 

“But 1 certainly did not give my¬ 
self concessions when I was in office 
(as Chief Minister)*, he said. 

Tun Rahman later read out some 
names of directors of companies 
holding timber licences from a list 
taken out of a file. Among the names 
were companies In which a Barisan 
Naslonal candidate figured several 
times. 

The former Yang di-Pertua Ne- 
gcrl, however, refused to give the 
list for inspection. 

Datuk Taib had said that most of 
the timber concessions were given 
out during the time when Tun Rah¬ 
man was Chief Minister and that 
since he become the State chief exe¬ 
cutive in 1981 "very few concessions 
were given ouL" 

He. however, declined to answer a 
question about the basis on which 
timber concessions were given out. 

But Tun Rahman today said that 
in his time concessions were given 
"to those who applied* Incluumg 
those with political aspirations. 

He said he did not "want his collea¬ 
gues to enter politics and suffer." He 
remembered his early days in poli¬ 
tics In the 19808 when he had to de¬ 
pend on some people to help him in 
politics. 

Granting politicians concessions 
would free them from being obliged 
to their sponsors, he said. 

Tun Rahman mentioned some 
names of those who had applied and 


leceived timber concessions. 
Among them were several leaders of 
the Parti Pesaka Bumiputra Ber- 
satu (PBB) who arc serving in the 
Government at S.ate and Federal le¬ 
vels. 

The Maju leader who Is president 
of Persatuan Rakyat Malaysia 
.>arawak (Permas) called for the 
setting up of a commission of en¬ 
quiry presided by a Judge to look 
into unlawful dealings In conces¬ 
sions "before and now." 

Bcrnama quotes Datuk Taib as 
saying that only one million acres 
(about 0.4 million hectares) of 
timber land was left. 

This would remain frozen until 
such time the Government felt that 
It could be distributed for develop¬ 
ment that could bring maximum 
benefits to the people. 

The 28 frozen concessions would 
be re-allocatcd through the Sarawak 
Timber Industry Development Cor¬ 
poration (STIDC). he said. 

Datuk Taib acknowledged that 
"real timber men* had contributed 
to the development of the people in 
Sarawak. 

He said that to ensure that more 
people benefited from the timber re¬ 
sources. the Government was set¬ 
ting up three funds — the Forest E>e- 
vclopment Cess Fund, the Religious 
and Welfare Fund and the Culture 
and Sports Fund. 

Money from the Forest Develop¬ 
ment Cess Fund — which he said 
would be open-ended — would be 
used to help people adversely affect¬ 
ed by the development of timber 
areas. 

Included In this form of assistance 
would be provision of alternative 
sources of water supply and improv¬ 
ing the sites of longhouses. 

Datuk Taib said this fund had yet 
to get off the ground because of the 
recession and the low price of 
timber. 

He expected the price of timber to 
pick up soon, most probably this 
year, following which the fund 
would go into operation.

Former Yang I>» Penua 
Negcn and Guef Minister 
Tun Rahman Yakub has tel 
up a ve^ complea web us¬ 
ing nominees and shell com¬ 
panies to cover up hit own¬ 
ership of large tracu of the 
best limber lands in Sara¬ 
wak^ according to docu¬ 
ments made available. 

The present pobiical cri- 
tis in Sarawak which led to 
the electioa was provoked 
by the govcnuneot't Creel¬ 
ing of 12 timber licences, 
many of which belong to 
Tun Rahman's relatives and 
very dose friends. 

By this careful camouf¬ 
lage of hd timber dealings. 
Tun Rahman would like the 
public to believe that he has 
no connection with the 
frozen timber licences. 

But the stiacbed lisi will 
show the timber licences 
issued to companies wtucb 
have dose connectioos with 
Tun Rahman's relatives, 
friends and poliitcal allies. 

A scrutiny of the share- 
berfden of these companies 
confirmed that amongst 
those holding equity in 
these timber companies are 
Nodia bte Tun.Rahman (his 
daughter). Jamil Han 
Abdullah (his brother-in- 
law), Polycarp Soon (hit 
late brother-in-law), Tbo- 
mas Soon (^oiber-in-law). 


Mobd Kamal Hussainfbiisi- 
neu advisor). Datuk Ta- 
)ang Laing (political ally), 
Datuk Daniel Ta)cm (pob- 
tical ally). Wan Habib bin 
Syed Mahmud (nephew), 
Wan Madzihi Mahdzar 
(nephew). Datuk Salleb Hj 
Jafaruddin (nephew), 
Datuk Amar Yusuf Puteh 
(aUy). B R. Adai (Ediior. 
Sarawak Tribune) and 
Rabiab bm Yassin (rela¬ 
tive) 

Some of the companies 
are owned by holding com¬ 
panies like Sateras Holdings 
Sdn Bhd and Sewsin Sdn 
Bbd which are aaually Tun 
Rahman’s family com¬ 
panies. 

Shares in a few of the tim¬ 
ber companies arc also reg¬ 
istered in the names of 
derks and office staff like 
Juuaidah Zen and Lucy Lao 
Puong Siong. 

Both this two staff in (act 
own a company known as 
Kabala Sdn Bhd to whom a 
umber LtcciKe No. T. 6057 
has been iuued. 

Tbece'i no doubt ihai 
these two ladies were nxrc- 
ly nominees of some body, 
it is learnt. 

These deiaib can prove 
tlie extent of ownership of 
timber resources in the 
iu»»d« of Tun Rahman and 
his dose assocuics. 

The total area of the li¬ 
cences shown in ibc list 
attached i» over 80,000 bee- 
tares. 

They represent ilmow a 
quarter of the total forest 
area under exploration by 
liccoee boldert. 

These forest licence bold¬ 
ing companies are esti¬ 
mated to be worth hundreds 
ofinilliont. 

It is leaist that al tboe 
licences shown in the lid 
were issued during the 
penod 'when Tun Rahman 
was Chief Minister or when 
Datuk Haji Noor Tahir was 
the Minister for Forestry. 

The Forest Ordinance 
provides that the DiTicm 
of Forest caimol, without 


the oonsetu of the Minister 
for ForeKiy, to aue ay k- 
eence to enract timber tor a 
period exceeding one year. 

The licences issued to 
companies shown in the list 
are for periods excee6ng 
one year, and could only be 
Utued with the consent or 
approval of the Minister. 

DHAILS 

Tun Rahman and Datuk 
Haji Noor were the only 
persons bolding the port¬ 
folio of Minuter for Fore¬ 
stry during the period 1970 
to 1963. when the licences 
concerned were iuued to 
Tun Rabtpao's family, 
associaies and other reU- 
lives. 

Thus, it cannot be dis¬ 
puted that ibe liceoecs 10 
the companies belonging to 
Tun Rahman's family, rda- 
lives, political allies and 
associates were issued with 
bis approvsi or by him or by 
Datuk Haji Noor. 

The conceotrauoo of tim¬ 
ber wealth in Ibe hands of a 
few who have political 
ambitions and who do not 
actually smek or expkhi the 
concessions themselves. Is 
noi in the interest of the 
stale. 

It wu on thu grounds, 
that the stale govenuncnl 
bad decided to lake mea¬ 
sures to ensure that the ex¬ 
ploitation of our rkb umber 
reiourcet benefits the 
rakyai as a whole. 

To achieve Ibis, action 
was taken against those who 
secured this licences 
through what has been de¬ 
scribed as nepotism and 
favouritism, from the pre- 
vioui administraiion. with 
the view to having these b- 
cences re-HSued to STIOC. 

The income derived from 
the exploitation of our tim¬ 
ber wealth will be channel¬ 
led to various funds for the 
beoeSi of the rtkyai as a 
whole. 

If Tun Rahman and Per- 
mas were to place the in¬ 


terest of the rakyai above 
themselves, they should 
whole heartedly support 
this move on the pan of the 
govemmeni. 

The Slate government 
suted that it was not their 
inicniioci to victimise and 
hanau the genuine timber 
operaton 

The government recog¬ 
nised the role played by 
them in the developmal of 
the timber industry. 

The government js ex- 
peoed to mnbnue to render¬ 
ing all ncccasary help and 
co-opentton to them to en¬ 
able them to carry out their 
undertaking. 

It if not the Chief Mints- 
let's intention to withdrew 
licctices of limber operaton 
who undertake iheir opera- 
uoni on a commercial basis 
and in accordance with the 
terms snd conditions of 
Iheir licences. 

The recent withdrawal of 
licences belonging to com- 
parues associated with the 
Permas leader has not 
affected timber opeiationt 
in Ibe forest areas con¬ 
cerned. 

The limber extraction 
aeiiviltes it is leami con¬ 
tinued to be undertaken by 
the ooniracton working in 
the affected arcM. u the ex¬ 
traction of timber in these 
treas was now under the 
control and supervuion of 
STIDC. 

The workers in these 
sreas arc engaged by Ibe 
eootraaon and as the ex¬ 
traction activiiiet are coa- 
liouing, there is no re¬ 
trenchment or of 

wotken.

These Include the lailure of the government to 
Implement Its promised scholarship hind fur the 
rhltdrcn of civil servants, the failure of the 
govcrnmenl lo agre<- lo a meeting of the 
Conauliatlvc Forum, the lack of progress over 
riquests for special allowances for towns where 
their IS a high cost of living and the Inactivliy over 
the winding UD of several defunct provident funds 

KDUCATION LOANS FUND 

According to Suara SGOU, the Chief Minister. 
Daluk Potlnggi HajI Abdul Toib bln Mahmud, 
publicly announced that the state government was 
lo donate II million to Ihe proposed Govemmeni 
OfTicers' Children Fducaliun l/oans Fund 

Coupled with this announcement, made at the 
Civil Service Night fbncilon held in Kuching In 
November 108:1. Ihe Chief Minister alsoannounced 
personal dunuilons lo Ihe fund from State and 
v«ilvral Ministers amounting lo $19,500. 

since then, the Union magazine said, there hod 
been total silence The Union had approached Ihe 
government on a number of occasions to seek 
discussions on Ihe implementation of Ihe scheme 
but without success. 

An attempt to have a meeting of the 
Consultative Forum held, at which Ihls topic was 
lo ho one of the Items on the agenda was rebuffed 
by the government. 

Although the Chief Minister had promised a 11 
million donation from the government more than 
thi-ec years ago. "lo Ihls day nothing further has 
been heard 

"This Loans {’’und thus remains a dream for 
the civil servants who hope to see their children 
receive a tertiary education." Suara SGOU 
commenled. "Without Ihls fund, civil servants can 
IIKilford to send their children to university as It is 
beyond ihetr means 

Theestabllshmenl of this fund was initiated by 
former Stale Secretary. Daluk Amar Abang Hst)l 
Yusof Puteh who set up a cummlllee to establish 
details of the Loan Fund. After various meetings, a 
memorandum on the subject was submitted lo the 
government In July 1962 and Ihls was eventually 
folluM ed by Ihe Chief Minister's aimouncemeni ol 
the government's approval of the fund and iu 
donation oftl million. 


DEFUNCT 

PROVIDENT FUNDS 

According to Suara 
SGOU. the state govern¬ 
ment set up an ad hoc 
committee In November 
1960 to Implement its 
decision to wind up three 
defunct provrident hinds 
- the Govemmeni Em 
ployees Provident Fund, 
the Local Authontler 
Employees Provident 
Fund and the Teachers' 
Provident Fund. 

The ad hoc commiitee 
completed its work and 
submitted its report and 
recommendation to the 
stale government in 
September 1962. "Since 
then, nothing further has 
been heard about this 
nutter," Suara SGOU 
reported. 

When the Union ap¬ 
proached the govern¬ 
ment about this maner in 
February 1965. It was told 
that the matter was still 
under consideration. 

Surara SGOU's stand 
was that these funds 
should be wound up as 
they were out dated and 
superseded by the pre¬ 
sent pension scheme. 
The Union wanted lo sec 
all coniribulions to these 
hinds returned to the 
contrlbulure or their 
nextof-Un. 

"If these hinds were lo 
be returned to the contri¬ 
butors they could be put 
lo good use for housing, 
education and so on." the 
magazine said. 

SGOU had included 
this topic in Its proposed 
agenda for Ihe meeting of 
the Consultative Forum 
it had requested but the 
government has failed to 
call such a meeting for 
the past three years. 

The last meeting of Ihe 
Consultative Forum was 
held when Datuk Amar 
Abang Hali Yusuf was 
still Slate Secretary. 

HIGH COST 
OF LIVING 
The Union has been 
(old (hat the government 
was studying tbe Con¬ 


sumer rice Index in 
Biniulu Town and the 
result of this study would 
be used to decide 
whether the present In¬ 
terim Cost of Living 
Allowance presently 
being enjoyed by civil 
servants serving In Bin- 
lulu is to be withdrawn 
nr not 

The Union was in¬ 
formed of this when it 
wrote to the govemmeni 
pressing Its long 
outstanding request that 
the Blniulu allowance be 
extended to civil ser- 
vanis In Tatau and 
Sebauh. 

The government intro¬ 
duced an Interim Cost of 
Living Allowance for 
civil servants In Blniulu 
Town in April 1981. The 
Federal government fol¬ 
lowed suit In August 1982 
but also granted this 
allowance (n Its civil 
servants serving In 
Tatau and Sebauh sub¬ 
districts 

The reason for this Is 
that Tatau and Sebauh 
obtain their necessities 
(1t>m Bintulu and are 
thus sunllarly affected 
by the high cost of living 
In Blniulu 

The present situation 
IS that Federal civil 
servants in Sebauh and 
Tatau receive a special 
allowance which Is de¬ 
nied to (hel^ counter¬ 
parts In (he Stale civil 
service 


"Repealed represen¬ 
tations by the Union and 
by (he state civil servants 
In Sebauh and Tatau. 
seeking the extension of 
Ihe allowance to these 
two towns have thus far 
fallen on deaf ears." 
Spam SGOU reported. 

"This has caused con¬ 
siderable frustration and 
resentment among the 
rlvil servants concerned 
who have even WTiticn to 
the Chief Minister with¬ 
out success." the maga¬ 
zine added. 


MIRl'S COST OF 
LIVING 

SGOU was presently 
carrying out a survey of 
the cost of living In Miri, 
Suara SGOU an¬ 
nounced, and this survey 
has indicated that the 
Min cost of living is as 
high as, If not higher, 
than in Bintulu. 

This was caused in part 
by Ihe high salancs paid 
(0 oil company em¬ 
ployees. 

'Their employees are 
so well paid that they are 
able to pay any pnees 
charged." Suara SGOU 
claimed 

"They can, for 
example, buy the first 
class Bsh at any price, 
while civil servants have 
to settle for the lower 
grades The same applies 
to other commodities as 
well", 

CONSULTATIVE 

FORUM 

According to Suara 
SGOU. former State 
Secretary Daluk Amar 
Abang Hajl Yusuf Puleh

KUCHING — In the run-up to the state's elec¬ 
tion today and tomorrow. Sarawak’s politicians 
have Just screamed "timber" and brought 
crashing Into the open scandals over logs and 
the billions of dollars aUegedly involved. 

Sarawak's highly-politicised 625,000 voters, 
.quite frankly, were aghast. 

"It's mind-boggling." said a lawyer as he took 
out his pocket calculator and began working out 
the sheer dollar terms of the timber conces¬ 
sions. 

The Umber scandal emerged when the story 
broke that the Sarawak state government had 
revoked the licences of 25 companies. 

Even though the state government did not 
give the sizes of the concessions, sources said 
they cover a total area of 1.3 million acres. 

The announcement overshadowed two fast-ris¬ 
ing issues — the emergence of Dayakism and Its 
place in Sarawak's political arena, and the bit¬ 
ter quarrel between an uncle and his nephew. In 
both. too. the shadow of the Jungle with its vast 
timbOT resources looms. 

Scandil began 
In February 

Though the log scandal erupted publicly on 
March 11. the sequence (rf events goes back to 
the end of February when Parti Bangsa Dayak 
Sarawak (PBOS). the Dayak-based party in the 
niUng National FVont coaliUon, held its annual 
general meeting in the port town of Slbu. 

It was an angry meeUng. The Ibans and Bida- 
yuhs, collectively known as Dayaks, complained 
that they were deprived, though they comprise 
nearly 38 per cent of Sarawak's population.

— MaJu Leader Tun 
Abdul Rahman Yakub reamined 
calm throughout the counting of 
votes last night despite the mixed 
bag of fortunes he was handed. 

He was cool In the early part of the 
night when the results were an¬ 
nounced In favour of the Maju group 
and he was equally cool In the wee 
hours of the morning at the Press 
conference when the results were In 
favour of the Baiisan Nasional (and 
Datuk Patlnggl Abdul Talb Mahmud 
was being sworn in as the Chief 
Mtnlsterl while the rest of his sup¬ 
porters at the Aurora Hotel were 
wilting, either In fatigue or frustra¬ 
tion. 

For somebody with a heart prob¬ 
lem and who had loat In the election, 
he was still surprisingly fresh, smil¬ 
ing and laughing. 

And yes, he would still continue to 
oppose Datuk Talb's leadership *as 
long as he doesn't change'. 

'Whether I remain as president of 
the Maju group or not Is of secondary 
Iniporlance. 1 wasn't president of 
Berjoaa when I started. To me. being 
effective, one does not necessarily 
have to be at the top. One can play a 
certain role, be useful to the party. 

*lt does not matter whether I won 
or loat as I have mentioned before. To 
win Is good, there la no doubt about 
that, but If one Is giving himself, his 
service to the country, one doesn't 
slop Just because one has lost. I lost 
In 1963 and 1 have continued to work.* 

Support for policies 

He said even though Datuk Talb 
had won 'the problem remains'. He 
said winning an election does not 
mean that the problem of the Dayak 
grievances had been solved. In fact. 
It goes to prove that the Dayaka are 
saying 'look, we are not satisfied*. 

That Is the meaning of the results 
of this election. We have proved that 
the Dayaka arc dissatisfied with Da¬ 
tuk Talb's leadership. We would play 
the role of the Opposition to convince 
the public about the way Datuk Talb 
has been carrying out policies and 
(managing) the admlnatratlon. and 
that If he continues to carry on the 
way he has been doing.

He said that a strong Opposition la 
good for the Stale, for now the Gov¬ 
ernment has to be very careful 'and 
not Just rule by the whims and fan¬ 
cies of the Chief Minister*. 

But he added that one should not 
oppose for the sake of opposing. Any 
Opposition worth its salt would sup¬ 
port policies that It considers good 
for the rakyat. 

'If one really wants to serve the 
country one must decide whether a 
certain proposal la good or not. 
whether the way of doing it Is the 
right way or not. and If they are con¬ 
vinced that this would be the right 
way. why shouldn't they give their 
support?" 

He said they do not tear crossovers 
to the other side as he felt It was their 
democratic right and 'If they want to 
change their minds they would 
change their minds — we won’t tie 
their hands'. 

He said the Maju group supports 
the basic principles of the Barlsan 


for It is a continuation of the old Al¬ 
liance principles 'of live and let live 

— but not to victimise people*. 

*We will certainly pursue our sp- 
plication to the Barlsan Nasional but 
that doesn't mean we want to partici¬ 
pate in the State Government. I don't 
think we would. The PBDS U still 
with (he Barlsan but we choose not to 
participate In the State Government 

— not under the present leadership.*

KUCHING — For the 
third time, the DAP 
failed to make a break¬ 
through in state poli¬ 
tics. And also for the 
third time, pundits 
were proved wrong. 

Although the party's candi¬ 
dates polled a total of 48.269 
votes — a little more than half 
of SUPP’s 91,981 votes In eight 
urban seats where the two 
parties crossed swords — not 
even a single "rocket” took 
off. 

In the lead-up to the elections, 
pundits had been largely unani¬ 
mous in their predictions that al 
least one. or even two or three, 
DAP candidates would be suc¬ 
cessful this time. 

But, as it turned out. Meradong was 
a “certainty'' beaten and Stampln, 
seized on as a good thing Just two days 
before polling, remained as SUPFs 
fortress. 

The surprise Is not how the party’s 
debutant in Padungan, Mr Cheng Kui 
Hong, managed to give backers of 
popular Kuching Mayor Song Swee 
Guan some anxious moments during 
the counting ot TOtes on Thursday 
night, but how heavyweights like 
Bandar Kuching MP Sim Kwang Yang 
and Chong Slew Chl^g could do so 
badly. 

Mr Cheng, a lawyer who found 
himself having to Bght an election as 
soon as he Joined poUtlca. performed 
creditably weli against such a 
formidable opponent, polling 8A38 
votes to Mr Song’s 14,499 votes thus 
losing by S,96t votes. 

However in Stampln. where Mr Sim 
was given more than an even chance 
of retiring veteran Tan Sri Datuk Sim 
Kheng Hong horn politics, the bi^'^-ly 
expected close tight did not material¬ 
ise as Tan Sri Sim romped home an 
easy winner. He polled 16.790 votes to 
win by 7.066 votes. Mr Sim collected 
9.727 votes. 


In Meradong. "napshot” Chong 
Slew Chlang lost his seventh electoral 
battle when SUPFs Thomas HU beat 
him by 1.237 votes. Mr Chong polled 
4.134 voles compared to Mr Hit's 5.371 
votes. 

Pundits are at a loss as to how the 
party could perform so poorly. The 
party’s ceremahs during the election 
campaign — as in previous elections 
— had been ouutanding crowd pul¬ 
lers compared to lukewarm response 
to SUPP talks.

'Wc lost because this election was 
different as It was essentially a fami¬ 


ly feud within the Sarawak Barisan 
NasionaL* he said. 

He added that the Chinese In Sara¬ 
wak threw their support behind the 
Chinese-based SUPP and Barisan 
Naslonal because they (eared the re¬ 
turn to power of Tun Abdul Rahman 
Yaakub and the rise of Dayak nation¬ 
alism in the form of the PBDS. 

The SUPP also exploited the Issue 
by alleging that we were working to¬ 
gether with Permas and PBDS," Mr 
Lee said.

In the last assembly, the BN 
commanded 42 seats.

The additional PBDS seats were all 
won in predominantly Dayak ma¬ 
jority consltutendes ofTelang Usan.

sed "new wave" of Dayak nationalism 
In a stale where no single community 
forms a m^ority group.

The elections were over and *^he accusations and 
counter-accusations hurled against each other should 
ccasc,” said Datuk Taib who was sworn in this morning 
as Chief Minister for a third term. 

Datuk Taib, whose Parti Pesaka Bumlputera Bcr- 
satu (PBB) and its partners, Sarawak United People's 
Party (SUPP) and Sarawak National Party (SNAP), 
suffered badly In the contest fof the Dayak votes in the 
rural areas, said: 

“As Chief Minister, I will continue to ensure that the 
Interests of all communities in the State are safe¬ 
guarded,” he told the Press after his swearing-in. 

However. Maju leader Tun Abdul Rahman Yakub, 
who lost in his bid for a scat, said he would continue to 
play a role to ensure that the Chief Minister did not 
administer the State ac¬ 
cording to his “whims and 
fancies.” 

“One doesn't stop just be¬ 
cause one has lost. 1 lost In iSSS 
and I have continued to work.’ 
said the Persatuan Rakyat 
Malaysia Sarawak iPcrmas) 
president. 

The Barlsan Naslonal par¬ 
ties of PBB. SUPP and SNAP 
won 14. 11 and three seats re¬ 
spectively — a total of 38. 

Another Barlsan Naslonal 
component part), the Parti 
Bansa Dayak Sarawak 
iPBDSl. won IL seats — the 
largest won by a party In the 
election. It, hr /ever, contest¬ 
ed under Us own banner and in 
co-operailon with Permas. 
which won five seats. 

Tun Rahm.'m said though he 
lost he was happy that a 
strong Opposition had 
emerged fr»m the polls. 

Strong opposition 

PBDS president Datuk Leo 
Moggic'sald his party was 
able lo double Its representa¬ 
tion In Ihe Slate Assembly due 
lo the dlrsalisfactlon of the 


Dayaks with the way Datuk 
Taib had administered the 
State. 

He pledged that PBDS and 
Permas would form a strong 
Opposition. 

-PBDS will not work with 
Datuk Taib at the State level 
but will remain with the Barl¬ 
san Naslonal at Federal level.”

However, he was disappoint¬ 
ed that racial senUments had 
been used in the elections. For¬ 
tunately, It was not successful 
as the rskyst still believed In 
the Barlsan Naslonal concept 
of power-sharing and multi- 
racialism. 

He was not too disappointed 
with the results because the 
Barlsan Naslonal candidates 
who faced such sentiments In 
certain rural areas lost to the 
PBDS marginally.

AGRICULTURAL 
DEVELOPMENT PROGRAMMES 


Realizing the potential of land which is a 
major resource for the development of our 
state, the Barisan Nasional Government Is 
implementing massive programmes to 
develop vast areas into agricultural estates, 
including mini-estates, and organised farm 
units. The Government has directed its 
agencies to expand their activities to imple¬ 
ment agricultural projects for the benefits 
of the landowners.

It Is largely Dayak- 
The party waa In the 
first coalition, the Sarawak Al¬ 
liance, which administered 
the Stale, when tt Joined 
Malaysia In 1989. 

It moved to the Opposition 
following the 1988 criala when 
the Chief Minister then. Datuk 
Stephen Kalong Nlngku waa 
toppled. 

It Joined the Barlaan Na- 
slonal in 1978. 



SARAWAK DEMOCRATIC 
BERSATU (BwMtu) 

□ THIS party, formerly Pajar, 
waa formed by All Kawl. It 
contested In 17 seats in the 1979 
election but lost in alL 
All Kawl conteated in subse¬ 
quent elections but waa never 
returned. It la now led by Hajl 
Eden Abdullah. 


SARAWAK UNITED PEOPLES' 
PARTY (SUPP) 

□ A MULTI-raclal party 
whose membership la largely 
Chlneae-baaed. Tyils party, led 
by Science, Technology and 
Environment Minister Datuk 
Amar Stephen Yong, waa 
formed In early 1999 by Chin¬ 
ese business Intereata 

Datuk Amar Tong replaced 
Tan Sri Ong Kee Hul as party 
chairman In 1983. 

The secoTtd largest party In 
the State Barlaan Naslonal 
coalition after the PBB. the 
SUPP has been credited with 
wiping out the DAP which had 
expected to make inroads In 
the Slate In the 1989 electlona 



PCRSATUAN RAKYAT MALAYSU 
SARAWAK (Permet) 

□ NEWLT-formed, It was re¬ 
gistered on March 19. 

Led by former Tang dl-Per- 
tua N»eri Tun Abdul Rah¬ 
man Yakub. Perraaa Is s 
member of another organisa¬ 
tion called Mi^u formed by the 
37 anU-Talb Sute Assembly- 
men. 

It baa applied to Join the 
Barlaan Naslonal If it suc¬ 
ceeds In forming the next 
Slate Government with the 
PBDS. 


PARTI PESAKA BUMIPUTERA 
seisATu (Psaj 

□ BACKBONE of the ruling 
coalition Government In Sara¬ 
wak, the PBB la led by Chief 
Minister Datuk Patlnggl H^l 
Abdul Talb Mahmud. 

Formed In early 1973, It la a 
merger of two parties — the 
Parti Pesaka and the Parti 
Bumlputera. both Alliance 
components. 

Tan Sii Temenggong Jugah, 
head of Parti Pesaka and 
Minister of Sarawak Affairs, 
was the PBB's first president. 
Tun HaJl Abdul Rahman Ya¬ 
kub (then Datuk) who waa 
then the Parti Bumlputera 
prealdent and Chief Minister 
of Sarawak waa the party's ae- 
cretary-general. 

At the flrat PBB assembly In 
1974, the two leaders were 
unanimously returned to their 
posts. Datuk Talb waa re¬ 
turned unopposed as deputy 
president, a post he held since 
the birth of the PBB. 

Towards the end of 1970, 
when several major changes 
were made to the party leader¬ 
ship following Tan Sri Jugah's 
retirement from politics, Da¬ 
tuk Talb was made president. 

Tun Rahman gave up the se¬ 
cretary-general's post In fa¬ 
vour of Tan Sri lugah'a son, 
Leonard Unggl, who was the 
deputy secretary-general. 
Youth leader Datuk Alfred 
Jabu was made deputy presi¬ 
dent 

Tun Rahman remained the 
party's Supreme Council 
member and leader of the 
State Barlaan Naslonal Gov¬ 
ernment. 

Datuk Talb, who regained 
the PBB presidency In 1981, 
was returned unopposed last 
year, with all 48 divisions no¬ 
minating him.
